“A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 


Se 
. More thun o month ago Messrs. Jehwn & Co., 
of this colony, despatchet, under command of . 
Captain Koch, the steamlanach Kisutschau 
to Tsingtao. ‘The launch had been purchased 
by Messra. Jebsan & Co. for the Kiaochau 
Lighter Co,, and was to be used for towing 
purposes. She had 3,00 tons of coil aboard, 
800 tons of water, and 6 crew of eight Chinese. 

A month pasaed, and the launch failed to 
arrive at Kiaochan, nor conld any tidings of 
ita whereabouts be gleaned. On the lth inst. 
the 2.8, Daigi Maru brought two Chinese, ons 
an cngineer, the other a seaman, to Hongkong. 
‘They were apparently the only aurvivors of 
the missing launch, which, according to the 
rescned men’s story, was lost by fire tiree miles: 
off Dod Island Lighthouse, Captain Koch and 
the other six men being in all. probability 
drowned. : . 

The sqrvivors’ story, while olearing up an- 
cortainty ae to the fate of the launch, envelops 
the disaster in yet ao deeper mystery. One 
of them states that, about 9 p.m. on Sunday, 
the 30th ult., he heard cries of ~“ Fire.” .He 
at once ran on deck and found a fierce fire 


|Yaging in a compartment filled with coal and 


engine oil, How the fire broke out ho did nut 
know, It was probable that the lamp hauging 
up above the coal exploded and so set fro to coal 
and oil, 

Tho ‘captain at once ordered waier to be 
thrown ‘on ‘the blazing mass, but without avail, 
Finding all cfforts to extinguish ths conflag- 
ration useless, he at .once steered at {ull steam 
directly for the coast. Things went o without 
any visible chango for fifteen minutes, when 
it was found impossible to stear any longer, the 
heat being so great that no one conll stand at 
the wheel. The captain and four mon wero, 
standing ot the bow, the rest of the orw at tho 
stern. The fire being. amidships,. it was im- 
possible for the two parties ‘to unit. About 
three miles off Déd Island Lighthouse the 
captain jumped overboard and the men followed 
him. As the life-belts wore amidshipsthey were 
unable to obtain any. i :
